Vote Edge 


In Senate 
Veto Key’

_The Republican-backed  $4,000.- 
000,000 income tax reduction for 

49,000,000 taxpayers sailed through 
the House again Tuesday by an 
overwhelming vote of 302 to 112. 
This is 26 more than the two- 
thirds needed to override a sec- 
ond Presidential veto. 
| Speaker Martin, Republican. 
Massachusetts, personally took 
ithe floor and asked the body to 
make its vote so decisive “as to 
persuade the President that the 
‘people should have this delayed 
justice.” 

Anticipating another Presiden- 
tial veto, Martin declared the 
House confronts the fundamental 
question of whether “Congress 
shall retaain its right to perform 
Its constitutional function of de. 
termining what taxes. shall be 
levied on the people.” 

The measure was tossed over to 
the Senate, where Republican 
leaders said they hope to rush 
‘it again to President Truman's 
desk before the week ends 

some Democratic leaders said 
another veto is certain. 

The measure is identical: with 
the one the President returned 
June 16 as. “the wrong kind of 
tax reduction at the wrong time”

City Leadership Hangs 
On ‘Annex'---McDonald 


Atlanta is in danger of losing her leadership among Southern cities 
unless she expands by annexation. This warning was sounded Tues- 
day by Clark McDonald, Secretary of the Central Atlanta Improve 
ment Association, in an address before members of the Exchange Club. 


“Atlanta’s 35 square miles is far 
below the average area embraced 
by other cities of her population,” 
McDonald told members of the 
Club at a luncheon meeting in the 
Robert Fulton Hotel. 

Speaking on “Advantages of In- 
creasing the City Limits,’ McDon- 
ald pointed out that New Orleans 
embraced 199 square miles; Hous- 
ton, Texas, 72 square miles, and 
Memphis—smaller in population 
than Atlanta—45 square miles. 

“Annexation is a step toward 
City-County consolidation, but 
those persons who argue that this 
is no time to annex these areas 
because of anticipated consolida- 
tion should realize that a single 
City-County government is at 
least five years away,” the speak- 
er declared, 


Annexation Pros, Cons 
Debated at Kiwanis Club

4 Nickajack 
And Indian War 


Boy Scouts from Georgia have searched for 
the body of a man lost in Nickajack Cave, out 
of Chattanooga toward Sequatchie Valley. 


It is not the first time Georgia has had an interest: in the 
name “Nickajack.” 

The story has a beginning in 1788 when the fierce Chickamauga 
Indians, with towns along the Tennessee in the mountains north 
of what is now Chattanooga, were on the warpath. At the “suck” 
in the river which forced boats and canoes close to shore, Indians 
raided, killed and captured. In 1788 a group was massacred, 
only a boy and girl being saved and taken captive. Two years 
later, the boy, Joseph Brown, was exchanged for Indian prisoners 
held by Jonn Sevier, who had temporarily broken their power. 

By 1794 the Chickamaugas had regained strength and, believ- 
ing their mountain and river towns impregnable, began to harrv 


the settlements. 
Wa “Big Medicine” was made by mid-Summer of 1794. The

Creeks had promised to join in general warfare, and the 
Cherokees were being wooed. In Georgia and Tennessee, faces 
of the palefaces were more pale than usual. 

In September word was received that the first attack was about 
ready to be launched. Gen. James Robertson called for and got 
900 volunteers. 

A young man named Joseph Brown, who hated the Chicka- 
maugas, with reason, led the party. During that Summer he had 
scouted across the Cumberland, down Battle Creek to the Tennes- 
see, opposite the Indian town of Nickajack, near the big cave, 
where he had been held captive. 

Commanded by a Maj. James Ore, the command began its 
march on Sept. 7. By Sept. 12 it had reached the banks of the 
Tennessée River below Sequatchie Creek. 

They crossed the river that night, a tremendous task, and climbed 
the mountain as silently as they could to reach the rear of the 
town of Nickajack before dawn. 

In this village, which was the center of the Chickamauga nation,

Dawn Old letters and records tell the The waiting men, 
ooking down, come across -the mountains, 
revealing the village and the fields of corn about it.. Two houses 
stood about 200 yards west of the town, directly in the path of 
the waiting frontiersmen. A young woman came out and began 
to crack corn in a stone mortar. A moment later a young warrior 
came out and stood beside her. 


There were whispers on the mountainside. A shot would be 
the signal to charge. The shot came and as the warrior fell the 
frontiersmen charged, the only sound being that of their pounding 
feet and the slap of bullet pouches and powder horns. 


Forty Indians died as they rushed from their huts and sought 
to fight by the river. They fled, finally, up the river, three miles, 
to Running Water Town. 


Captives, including the young woman first sighted, were placed 


on boats. She was permitted to escape when she dived into the 
swift river.

This ended the resistance of the Chickamaugas and Cherokees. 


For 20 years the border had lived in fear and terror. 
In Georgia the settlements breathed easier but no less angrily. 


The Creeks were still hostile. 
Trouble Georgia's treatment of the Indians, with the assistance 
of the Federal Government, compares in ruthlessness 
with anything the late Adolf Hitler thought up, and 1794 found 
the State still angry about the Federal treaty and on the verge 
of wariare. Hostilities with the Creeks had gone on constantly 
since the treaty made in 1785. It was 1797 before Georgia finally 
made- peace with the Creeks. 


It was 1811 before warfare with the Creeks flamed again. 
And the “Trail of Tears” for the Cherokees was to wait on the 
finding of gold in North Georgia and the almost hysterical greed 
for Indian land. |

Other major crime statistics 
were 152 robberies this year 
against 163 in 1946; 833 burglaries 
against 772: 2,032 larceny cases 
against 2,115, and 680 cars stolen 
against 166 the year before. 

Cars, the largest item in value 
of stolen articles, totaled $826,785 
this year with recovery of $560,112 
or.67 percent being effected by the 
police. Last year, $780,504 worth 
of cars were stolen with $542,649 
or 69 percent being recov ered.
